HIS day wasreceived fromCapt. Stott,Com- 
mander of his Majefty’s th: p Juno, who ar- 
rived at Plymouth the gth inftant, in 70 
days from Port Egmont, the following ac- 
count of the execution of his commiffion to 
receive the poffeffion of Falkland’s Ifland, in 
his Majefty’s name. On the evening of the 
13th of September latt, Capt. Srott arrived at Port Egmont, 
with his Majefty’s frigate Juso, the hound floop, and Flo ida 
ftorefhi,. under his command. ‘The next morning, feeing 
Spanith colours flying, and troops on fhore at the fettlement 

formerly held by the Englifh, be feat a Lieutenant to know 
if any officer was there om behalf of his Catholick Majeity, 

empowered to make reftitution of poffeflion to him, agreeable 
to the order of court for that purpofe, duplicates of which he 
had to deliver to fuch officer. He was anfwered, That Don 

Francifco de Orduna, a Lieutenant of the Royal Ariillery of 
Spain, was furnifhed with full powers, and ready to « fect the 
reflitution. Don Francifco foon after came on board the Jus 

no; when Capt. Store delivered to him his Catholick Majef- 
ty’s orders. ‘They then examined, together, into the {uation 
of the fettlement and ftores ; adjuited the forms of the refti- 
tution and reception of the poffeffion ; inftruments for which 
were fettled,and reciprocaily delivered. On Monday the roth 
of September Capt. Stott landed, fo!lowed by a party of ma- 
tines, and was received by the Spanifh officer who formally 
réftored him Falklanc’s [fand, Port Egmont, its fort, and 
other dependencies, giving him the tame potleffion as his 

Majefty had before the roth ofJune 1770 ; on which he caufs 
ed his Majeity’s colours to be hoifted, and took poli: flion ac- 
cordingly.’ The next day Von Franciico, with all che troops 
and fubjeéts of the King of ‘Spain, departed in a fc hconer 
whicu they had with them. rg : 

Accounts of the Ruffian V idories. 

Warfaw, Nov. 16. This moment we are informed, that 
General Romanzow has retaken Giurgewo by ilorm ; there 
were in the fortrefs a very large magazine and above 150 
pieces of cannon, The Count effected this enterprize with d 
detachment from his army ; the mam body he fent over the 
Danube to oppole the Grand Vizir, he declined making his 
way co Giurgewo through the corps of Rufhans 3 the latter, 
therefore, attacked him totally defeand Inm, and took 107 
pieces of .cannon befides a great many other trophies of war ; 
the Grand Vizir then fled towards Ad:ianople. 

Haméburgh, December 3. Mr- Grofs, the Ruffian minifer 
here, received the following accayat of the operations of 
Count Romarzow’s army from his court, dated Nov. 20. 

‘“ The 20.4 of Oftobes Major Gen. Geifman attacked 
Tuleza, and Major Gea. Miloradowitz attacked Maczin, 
and after having torced the twe Turkith retrenchments, they 
mace themfelves mafte:s of the two towns, and their caflles, 
where, they found a great quantity of artillery, ammun‘tior, 
provifion, and all the bagegape of Ovo Lurkith corps. The 
following night Gen, Weitmaa marched towards Babadagh, 
where the Vizir SeiccttarMahomegPacha had a yrand retrench- 
ment, a preat quantity of artilery, acd mot part of the mmili- 
tary chelt. Afver Gen. Wetlmon had Cliperted the cifferent 
Turk.th detachments, who came to oppute his march, he at~ 
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tacked the Grand Vizir, and drove him out of his camp,which 
he took ; as alfo the town and cattle of Babadagh.—Th- 
Grand Vizir fled by the Road to Bufarezi, fituated 30 miles 
from thence in the mountains ; Gen, Weifman taking the 
advantage of the terror, and having fen; more than 50 pieces 
of cannen On the other fide of the Danube, went himielf the 
23d of October towards Ifaccia, intending to drive the enemy 
from thence.” 

At the departure of the Courier, Gener2l Romanzow re- 
ceived the agreeable news that Lieut. Gen. Effzn had totally 
defeated the army of Serefkier Mouffon Ogiou, that he was 
then purfuing them, and that he had taken all their aitillery 
and baggage. 

LON D ON, December 3: 

In the Houfe of Commons in Ireland, on the z5th of No- 
vember, was a debate on the penfion of Jeremiah Dyfon, Eiq; 
(one of the Buckingham-Houfe Junto, and known itt England 
by the name of Mungo.) It was urged that his penfion was 
very burihenfome and unnecefary, as it was beftowed on one wha 
had never been of any fervice in Ireland. The queftions was 
put. For the penfion, 105, again{t, 105, majority one. Then 
Refolved, 

That the penfion granted to Jeremiah Dy fon, Efq; and his 
three fons, is an unneceflary charge upon the eftablifhment of 
lieland, and ought not co be provided for. 

Ordered, ‘That the fail penfion be ftrugk off the lift of pen- 
fioners, upon the eftablithment of I:eland. 

When the numbers were declared,there was as great a plau- 
dit, both in the houfe aad in the gailery, as was ever heardina 
atheatre. So deteited is every tool in the King’s fervice 
throughout all his dominions--;-exceyt Scotland.
